—Cost-of-living bonus pay- 
ments to wage-earners in 
most Canadian industries will 
be increased 35 cents a week 
or 1.4 per cent of wages— 


of the workers — effective 
Nov. 15, it was announced 
today. 


The cost of the increase to Can 
adian employers is estimated un 
officially at about $53,000,000 a 
year, 

The maximum bonus now will be 
$4.60 a week instead of the $4.25 a 
week which has been in effect since 
August, 1942. Workers who 
been receiving 60 cents a week—the 
minimum and compulsory bonus— 
will get 95 cents, 

The maximum bonus now is based 
on a wartime increase of 184 per 
cent in the official costof-living in- 
dex maintained by the Dominion 
bureau of statistics. 

18.4 PER CENT RISE 


The bureau today announced that 
during September the cost-of-living 
index declined fractionally from 
119.4 to 119.3—a wartime increase 
of 18.4 per cent from the figure of 
100.8 at August, 1939,

For the public has no patience 
with individuals or groups who, in 
these abnormal times, place their 
personal welfare above the common 
needs of their neighbors. And if 
the miners persist in doing actual 
damage to the war effort through 
maintaining the strike, they will 
alienate public sympathy and dissi- 
pate public tolerance. They will do 
incalculable damage to the cause 
of collective bargaining.

But we cannot believe that the 
miners do intend to prolong their 
strike to the point of damage, We 
believe they merely intend to cre- 
ate a diversion to call attention, in 
an emphatic way, to their conten- 
tions. That is quite legitimate. 

However, the miners have made 
their gesture. As a proof of their 
good faith, let them now get back 
to work. 


Good Faith 


| But good faith is just as essen- 
| tial on the part of the Department 
of Labor as on the part of the 
miners. And if the latter should go 
back to work, having made their 
gesture of protest, the obligation is 
no less pressing to consider their 
case with promptness and an open 
|} mind, 


Surely simple justice is quite as 
powerful an incentive to prompt 
and fair action as the disruption of 
the country’s industry would be. 

If the miners refuse to go back to 
work and prolong their strike to the 
point of doing injury to Canada’s 
| war industries, they put themselves 
| out of court. But even that does not 
prejudice their right to an examin- 
ation of their claims. 


However, there is no reason why 
that particular point should be an 
issue in the situation. Another 
| twelve hours should produce a de-

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Coke Shortage 
May Close B.C., 


US. War Plants 


CALGARY, Nov. 3. — (CP) 
Stoppage of coke production in 
the Crow's nest pass area be- 
cause of the coal strike will have 
a@ serious effect on vital 
plants in British Columbia and 
the western States if the shut- 
down continues for any length of 
time. 

The big plant of the Consolidated 
Mining and Smelting Company at 
Trail, B.C., coke 
output of the International Coal and 
Coke Company operating at Cole 
man 

This plant has about 100 beehive 
coke ovens and while these are 
operating for the time being on 
available coal supply it will only be 
a matter of days before the com- 
pany will have to shut-down or seal 
these ovens for lack of coal 


OVENS SHUT DOWN 

At Michel, B.C., the Crow's Nest 
Pass Coal Company has shut down 
240 beehive coke ovens but it is 
keeping the bi-product coke oven 
plant operating at 50 per cent capa- 
city. 

These ovens of the 
Knowles type have to be 
partial operation and temper 
maintained for technical reasons so 
that full operation can be resumed 
later 


While these ovens are produc- 
ing about 85 or 90 tons of coke 
per day it will not be available for 
outside as the company cannot 
ship any of it under strike condi- 
tions. 

All of the coke produced in the 
Crow's Nest area is normaliy used 
in western Canada and the western 
States. Some of it goes to smelters 
at Kellog, Idaho, to Vancouver for 
numerous war plants and other in- 
dustries there. 

In Calgary coke is used 
for heating*street cars but no

Is Shown by B.C. 


VICTORIA, Nov. 3.—(CP) — Bri- 
tish Columbia's public account, 
issued yesterday by Premier John 
Hart as minister of finance, shows 
a surplus of more than $6,000,000 
for the fiscal year ending March 31, 
1943. 


A reduction of $12,389,857 in the 
gross debt of the province is also 
shown. Mr. Hart pointed out that 
the gross debt amounted to $153,- 
254,239 and the sinking funds total- 
led $17,634,486 which left a net debt 
as at March 31, 1943, of $135,619,753. 

This shows a decrease, not only 
in the gross debt, but a reduction 
of $10,065,337 in the net debt. 

Compared with British Colum- 
bia’s financial position in 1933, the 
gross debt of the province today 
is smaller by $13,744,355.
